He  traced  the  possible 
deterioration  of  surplus  into 
deficit  this  way: 

The  Nixon  projection  of  a 
$1.35  billion  suprlus  involves  a 
plan  for  the  Treasury  to  speed  up 
administratively  collection  of 
withheld  income  taxes  and  excise 
taxes,  for  a one-year  windfall  of 
$1.2  billion. 

If  the  Treasury  does  not  or 
cannot  carry  out  this  plan,  the 
surplus  would  shrink  to  $131 
million. 

If  Congress  does  not  enact  user 
charges  affecting  aviation  and 
highways,  now  being  submitted 
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for  the  second  time,  revenues  will 
decline  $653. million  from  budget 
estimates.  Instead  of  a $131 
million  surplus,  there  would  be  a 
$522  million  deficit. 

Failure  by  Congtess  to  postpone 
again  a decline  in  automobile  and 
telephone  excise  taxes  would  cost 
another  $560  million  in  revenue, 
sending  the  deficit  to  $1.08 
billion. 

Increase  Wage  Base 
The  administration  wants 
Congress  to  increase  the  taxable 
wage  base  for  Social  Security 
from  $7,800  to  $9,000  and  make 
a corresponding  adjustment  in 
revenues  for  railroad  retirement. 
If  Congress  does  neither  of  these, 
trust  fund  revenues  would  be  cut 
$309  million,  hiking  the  deficit  to 
$1.39  billion. 

Savings  of  $2,132  billion  are 
estimated  in  the  budget  from  a 
variety  of  proposals  to  end, 
revamp  or  reduce  government 
programs-including  such  popular 
ones  as  a milk  for  school  children 
plan,  grants  to  colleges  and  for 
hospital  construction.  Also 
contemplated,  in  making  up  the 
savings  total,  are  sale  of  the 
Alaska  railroad  and  of  materials 
from  national  stockpiles. 

If  Congress  goes  along  with 
none  of  this,  the  budget  deficit 
projection  would  increase  to 
$3.52  billion. 

The  budget  contemplates 
putting  into  effect  a pay  raise  for 
civil  and  military  personnel  Jan.  1 , 
1971  instead  of  July  1,  1970.  If 
the  lawmakers  insist  on  the  July  1 
date,  the  extra  cost  would  be  $1 
billion.

Events  Preceded 
With  no  further  hitch,  The 
Gents  played  the  entire  dance 
without  complaint  before  or 
during  the  event  by  any  of  those 
in  charge.  However,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  evening.  Central 
Dance  Committee  Chairman,  Lee 
Barney,  talked  to  Rollins  and 
informed  him  the  band  was  in 
violation  of  dress  standards  for 
their  long  hair  and  thus  in  breach 
of  contract. 

In  response  to  this  allegation, 
Rollins  noted  his  conversation 
with  Worthington  and  pointed  out 
the  fact  that  their  locks  were 
shorter  than  at  any  of  their 
previous  performances.  Rollins 
further  noted  that  several  of  the 
members  of  the  band  had  been 
found  in  compliance  with  dress 
standards  only  days  before  at 
registration.  Barney,  however, 
insisted  that  one  non-student 
member  was  still  in  violation. 

Barney  further  complained  they 
had  made  no  effort  during  the 
dance  to  even  conceal  their  long 
hair.  Rollins  reminded  him  that  he 
had  not  even  been  present  for 
most  of  the  dance. 

When  Rollins  then  called  for 
remuneration  of  their  services  that 
evening,  Barney  indicated 
payment  would  be  withheld  until 
after  a meeting  early  the  following 
week.  At  the  Tuesday  meeting, 
the  breach  of  contract  was 
discussed  and  subsequent 
contracts  with  The  Gents  were 
cancelled.

DEFENSE 


Editor: 

Since  the  letter  appeared  in  the 
UNIVERSE  Wednesday,  February 
5 pertaining  to  the  book 
“Children  of  Sanchez,”  authored 
by  Oscar  Lewis,  1 write  this  article 
not  as  a rebuttal,  but  more  as  a 
defense  for  the  relevance  of  the 
book. 

Lewis’s  book  is  an 
a nt  hr o poligical  case  study 
approach  to  the  culture  of 
poverty.  It  is  held  in  the  highest 


esteem  by  professional  persons 
throughout  the  world,  especially 
by  Mexicans  themselves.  The 
advantage  of  the  book  “Children 
of  Sanchez”  is  that  it  helps  the 
serious  student  consider 
lower-class  phenomena  from  the 
perspective  of  the  person  living 
there-from  a lower-class 
viewpoint.  Some  of  the 
phenomena  dealt  with  in  the  book 
are  low -pay  employment,  marital 
instability,  illegitimacy  and 
unmarried  motherhood,  desertion, 
etc. 

The  typical  way  for  us 
middle-class  people  to  deal  with 
these  phenomena  is  to  regard 
them  as  problems.  Lewis  helps  us 
to  see  that  the  lower-class  people 
regard  these  same  phenomena  not 
as  problems  but  as  solutions  to 
other  more  basic  problems-that 
the  conditions  of  social-class  life 
give  rise  to  different  values;  the 
value  differences  give  rise  to 
differences  in  behavior.  That  is, 
certain  value  differences  are 
translated  into  behavior 
differences.  To  stereotype  the 
lower-class  Mexican  people  as 
immoral,  obscene,  lazy, 
uncivilized,  promiscuous,  and 
dirty,  which  are  the  dominant 
characterizations  of  the 
lower-class,  reflects  the  tendency 
on  the  part  of  middle-class 
persons  to  judge  lower-class 
persons  in  terms  of  middle-class 
values. 

Our  students  have  their  origins 
mainly  in  the  middle-class.  We 
must  remember,  however,  that 
middle-class  values  do  not  obtain 
in  all  cultures.  The  question  is,  is 
behavior  deviant  from 
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middle-class  mores  an  indication 
of  moral  depravity  or  is  it  an 
orientation  received  from  class 
status?  An  additional 
consideration  is  that  if 
middle-class  persons  regard 
immorality  as  the  special  province^ 
of  the  lower-clashes,  then  they  are 
not  going  to  be  successful  in  their 
relations  with  lower-class 
people-whether  as  researchers, 
practitioners,  or  in  everyday 
discourse. 

The  thoughtful  student,  when 
reading  Lewis’s  works,  is  able  to 
juxtapose  his  own  values  with 
those  of  the  lower-class  and 
thereby  get  a more  objective  view 
of  the  culture  of  poverty.  To 
understand  does  not  necessarily 
entail  acceptance  or  tolerance. 
We,  in  this  department,  do  not 
regard  broadmindedness  as  a 
virtue,  per  se. 

As  a rebuttal.  La  Von  Andrus 
was  not  required  to  read 
“Children  of  Sanchez.”  She  had 
other  alternatives.  Most  students 
evaluate  the  book  rather  highly,, 
although  many  admit  that  some 
of  the  language  is  objectionable. 
The  book  does  not  help  one  to 
garnish  his  thoughts  with  virtue 
unceasingly,  but  most  seniors  (the 
course  is  a Senior  Seminar  for 
students  entering  the  helping 
professions)  do  not  get  bogged 
down  in  the  venereal,  salacious 
aspects  of  the  account. 

I do  not  mean  to  be  polemic 
but  since  Miss  Andrus’s  letter  will 
undoubtedly  precipitate  some 
discussion  regarding  the  book,  I 
write  this  letter  as  clarification 
and  defense  for  Oscar  Lewis’s 
works.

They 
also  admitted  however  that  they 
considered  themselves  “finished  at 
BYU’’  even  before  the 
confrontation  with  Barney. 

Barney  admitted  he  had  hoped 
to  grant  only  a “partial  payment” 
to  the  grxjup  due  to  the  standards 
violation,  except  fof  the  offsetting 
breach  on  BYU’s  part.

The  Cougar  basketballers  could 
probably  never  be  happier  to 
return  to  their  home  court  than 
now,  following  the  two  worst 
defeats  of  the  season,  in  contests 
coming  closer  to  “Mission 
Impossible”  than  basketball 
games. 

BYU  lost  to  Colorado  State 
94-71  and  Wyoming  98-73  in  last 
week’s  games. 

Seven  games  remain  on  the 
Cougars’  schedule,  five  of  which 
will  be  played  on  the  friendly 
hardwoods  of  the  George  Albert 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

BYU,  struggling  in  WAC  play 
with  a 1-7  mark  and  all  alone  in 
the  cellar,  will  be  attempting  to 
finish  the  season  with  as  much 
'‘respectability  as  possible  in  what 
has  been  the  Cougars’  worst  year 
in  Coach  Stan  Watts’  twenty  years 
as  head  mentor  of  BYU 
basketball. 

The  Cougars  are  currently  5-14 
for  the  year,  while  Watts’  worst 
record  was  8-17  in  the  1959-60 
basketball  season. 

The  Sun  Devils  come  to  town 
led  by  All-American  Seabern  Hill, 
a 6’2”  guard  ranking  third  in  WAC 
scoring  average  with  a 27.3  points 
per  game  mark. 

Hill,  lightning  quick  and  a good 
ball-handler,  almost 


single-handedly  destroyed  the 
Cats  in  Tempe  earlier  this  season 
when  he  rammed  in  32  points  in  a 
98-88  ASU  win. 

The  Wildcats  from  Arizona, 
Saturday  night  invaders,  are 
currently  in  the  thick  of  the  fight 
for  the  WAC  crown  with  Utah, 
Wyoming  and  UTEP. 

Arizona  and  UTEP  are  tied  for 
second  place  with  5-2  records,  a 
half  game  back  of  league-leading 
Utah  and  Wyoming,  who  carry  6-2 
marks  into  this  week’s  WAC  play. 

Coach  Bruce  Larson’s  Wildcats, 
pre-season  WAC  favorites,  started 
slowly  and  are  only  9-10  for  the 
year,  but  have  come  on  of  late  to 
make  a strong  challenge  for  the 
ever-elusive  crown. 

Bill  Warner,  6’4”  junior  forward 
who  is  fourth  in  conference 
scoring  with  a 22.7  average,  leads 
the  Arizona  scorring  barrage, 
while  6’7”  sophomore  forward 
Bruce  Anderson  is  the  top  Wildcat 
rebounder  with  9.7  caroms  per 
game. 

BYU  continues  to  be  led  in  the 
point  column  by  6’9”  Paul 
Ruffner,  who  is  scoring  at  a 19.0 
point  clip  per  contest.  Senior 
guard  Doug  Howard  follows  with 
a 17.2  point  average,  while  Scdtt 
Warner  and  Phil  Tollestrup  are  in 
double  digits  at  1 1 ;4  and  10.9.

because  of  the  benefits  they 
receive  in  tax  deductions. 

“Ever  since  the  enactment  of 
the  first  income  tax  law  in  1913, 
Congress  has  always  enlarged, and 
never  restricted  the  charitable 
deduction  for  universities  and 
colleges,”  President  Wilkinson 
argued. 

“The  proposed  bill,  on  the 
other  hand,  would  almost  destroy 
the  present  tax  incentive  at  a time 
of  very  serious  and  critical 
financial  crisis  for  private  colleges 
and  universities,”  he  continued. 

He  noted  several  colleges  which 
have-  gone  from  private  to  public 
control  because  of  lack  of  support 
(Houston,  Buffalo,  Kansas  City, 
Temple,  Pittsburgh)  and  said  each 
raised  the  tax  burden  by  a factor 
of  10  to  20  times  the  amount  of 
contributions  that  might  have 
kept  them  successfully 
independent. 

He  criticized  the  Tax  Reform 
Bill  as  so  complicated  it  should 
have  been  entitled  ‘ The  Lawyers 
and  Accountants  Pension  and 
Annuity  Bill.” 

The  President  concluded,  “We 
agree  that  every  loophole  which 
enables  the  donor  to  make  a 
profit  by  reason  of  having  made  a 
gift  should  be  plugged. 
Conversely,  however,  we  feel  that 
in  every  case  where  the  donor 
parts  with  more  than  he  enjoys  by 
way  of  a tax  deduction,  he  should 
be  encouraged  to  do  so,  for  to  the 
extent  he  gives  to  authorized 
charities,  the  government  will  be 
spared  that  expense.” 

The  schoolmen  were  not 
successful  in  removing  several 
provisions  which  may  have  a 
tendency  to  lessen  gift  income  to 
colleges.  The  bill,  for  example, 
now  taxes  foundations  four  per 
cent  of  their  income,  thus  ending 
the  tax-exempt  status  of 
foundations  for  the  first  time.

Also  it  knocked  out  so-called 
“bargain  sales”  which  permitted 
colleges  to  purchase  stocks  from 
donors  at  reduced  costs.  Also  the 
percentage  of  deduction  on 
deferred  gifts  was  reduced. 

Some  areas  which  were 
eliminated  from  the  bill,  however, 
were  penalities  on  appreciated 
property,  allocation  of  charitable 
deductions  as  tax  preference 
income  (which  would  have 
penalized  all  who  deduct  tithing), 
tax  on  the  unrealized  gain  on  gifts 
to  irrevocable  trusts,  fixed  rates  of 
payment  from  a trust  regardless  of 
its  income,  and  others.

After  fire  destroyed  the  Lewis 
Bldg,  in  1884,  the  finances  of 
Brigham  Young  Academy  hit  an 
all  time  low.  The  school  could  not 
even  pay  its  rent  on  the  old  ZCMI 
warehouse,  near  the  tracks  on 
South  University.

'Eagles':  Bloody  But...

Since  all  the  movies  in  town  are 
R-rated  or  below-thus  unable  to 
be  reviewed  in  this  paper— or  too 
insipid  to  be  bothered  with,  one  is 
forced  to  turn  his  attention  to 
what’s  playing  on  campus  this 
week  for  a review. 

Actually,  one  has  to  narrow  his 
choices  even  further.  Frank 
Sinatra  is  not  one  of  my  favorites 
so  that  “Ocean’s  11,”  playing  at 
the  Weekend  Movie,  will  not  be 
scrutinized.  Having  been  viewed 
before,  it  is  thus  noted  that  the 
film  is  not  worth  scrutiny. 

However,  “Where  Eagles  Dare,” 
playing  at  the  Varsity  Theater,  is 
worth  scrutiny.  Starring  Richard 
Burton,  Liz’s  husband,  and  Clint 
Eastwood,  the  film  is  remarkable 
if  for  nothing  else  than  its 
violence— parents,  it  is  not  for 
your  kiddies. 

Having  nothing  better  to  do 
when  first  seeing  the  film,  this 
reviewer  counted  128  people 
killed  in  the  film.  It  got  to  the 
point  that  as  soon  as  a group  of 


Nazis-its  a WW  II  film-.entered 
the  room,  they  were  quickly 
counted  because  soon  enough 
they  would  all  be  killed.  The 
formula  never  failed. 

Back  to  the  plot.  Burton  and 
Eastwood  are  ordered,  with  other 
commandos,  (who  are  killed  so 
that  B.  and  E.  can  save  the  day), 
to  crack  an  impenetrable  fortress 
the  Nazis  have  erected. 

If  the  plot  sounds  like  “The 
Guns  of  Navarone,”  pat  yourself 
on  the  back.  Though  “Eagles”  is 
exciting,  it  never  quite  reaches  the 
quality  of  “Navarone.”  The 
possible  suspense  in  the  film  is 
washed  away  in  the  blood  of  the 
first  fifty  Germans  killed. 

One  is  quite  sure  that  Burton 
and  Eastwood  will  come  through; 
the  only  question  is  what 
ridiculous  step  they  will  take 
next. 

Still  the  film  is  interesting  and 
even  has  a trick  ending  of  sorts. 
War  movie  buffs  should  relish  it, 
but  others  may  prefer  the  safety 
of  TV’s  vast  wasteland  this 
weekend.
